ved renewed ftrength and Countinance from 
Your Highneſs and this preſent Parliament, 

But Yoor Highneſs is our witneſs how peace- 
ably , bow ſilently we have ſuffered as to what 
concerns: the -A1mies wants; Or what might 
otherwiſe become us 1n the behalf of theſe Nati- 
ons to have laid before Your Highneſs, 

Yea we have been filent ſolong, that we fear 
it has been a diſadvantage to our Cauſe, and bred 
(though we hope groundlels) jealouftes of us in 
many of our friends: And until we, and all that is 
dear to us, the Intereſt we have ſo long contend- 
ed for, is in 'danger to be loſt ; to'the uttetrui 
and ſubverfton of Your Highneſs , roger 
with'the peace and welfare of theſe Nations. + 

But being now, under the fenſe of imminent 
dangers and neceſſities, awakened, and alſo 
finding that Your Highneſs, by the ficting of this. 
Parliamerr,is in a Capacity. to provide againſt the 
approaching danger; and upon conſultation 
with eactrother, and communicating- what has 
come to our knowledge of publick concern- 
ment,. and the preſent ſtate of che Armies, ha- 
ving. unanimouſly agreed itto be our duty to 
God, to Your Highneſs, and our fidelity to
